85.07 of the First Schedule to the Customa Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975), originating in or exported from 
the People’s Republic of China, Republic of Korea, Japan and Bangladesh and imported into India, the 
designated authority vide its preliminary findings, published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part I, 
Section 1, dated the 21st March, 2001, had come to the conclusion that- 

(a) Lead Acid Batteries have been exported to India from China, Korea and Japan below 
their normal value; 

(b) the Indian industry has suffered material injury and is further being threatened with 
material injury; 

(c) the injury has been caused by the dumped imports from China, Korea and Japan; 

(d) as per evidence available before the said authority at present volume of imports of subject 
goods from Bangladesh is de-minimis; 

AND WHEREAS on the basis of the aforesaid findings of the designated authority, the Central
